
Mayor’s Prayer

The breakfast, which featured Her Honour Lt. Governor 
Lois Hole, focused on the various leaders of government and 
the people's appreciation of the job they do to help meet the 
challenges the community faces. 

"It's important to take a few minutes out of our day and 
pray for our communities leaders," said Breakfast Committee 
Chairman Roy Brassard.

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Philanthropist finishes funding lor U of A athletic complex with $2tH gift 

Former Didsburian aids II of A athletic complex

Talk about putting your 
best Foote forward. 

When Eldon Foote heard 
that the University of Alberta 
was about $2 million shy of 
the funds needed to complete 
the new south campus athletic 
complex, he knew that he 
could help in some capacity. As 
a successful businessman 
turned philanthropist, finding 
ways to assist those in need 
was what he loved to do. 

Funny thing was when he 
took on the assignment, he 
was a little slow on the uptake 
as to just what the U of A had 
in mind. 

"I was following the 
progress with interest and 
three months ago I met with 
the officials who showed me

the scale model. Everything 
was steaming ahead in terms 
of meeting the (construction) 
deadline but they were a lit¬ 
tle short of funds," explained 
Foote, a 1948 grad of Alber¬ 
ta's school of law. 

"1 figured there would be 
no problem raising the money 
with all the oil and gas royal¬ 
ties around but they asked me 
if I knew anybody who might 
be interested in helping them 
out ... not realizing they were 
thinking of me. Three weeks 
later, I realized it was me." 

Living in Australia 

The now 76-year-old re¬ 
tired entrepreneur who lives 
on Norfolk Island Australia 
with his wife, Anne, contrib¬ 
uted the final cheque to fin¬ 
ish off the project which was 
unveiled last night at the U 


of A's annual Wall of Fame 
dinner at the Shaw Confer¬ 
ence Centre. 

The facility's first use will 
be as the practice centre dur¬ 
ing the World Championships 
in Athletics in August. Then 
it will be used primarily by 
the Bears and Pandas teams 
as well as community and 
high school sports programs. 

On the heels of Eldon 
Foote track and field scholar¬ 
ships - the largest single in¬ 
dividual endowment in the 
history of Alberta athletics - 
and the Eldon Foote Chair at 
the school of international 
business and law, Foote Field 
is yet another significant 
stamp the former Bears 
sprinter will leave behind. 

"As the years go by, you 
gain a greater appreciation of 


your time in university and 
what it meant in your life," 
said Foote, who achieved his 
fortune through a household 
consumables empire in Aus¬ 
tralia, Japan and Hong Kong, 
which he ultimately sold in 
1997. 

"Reflecting back on those 
years in university, I think 
you make more lifelong 
friends there than at any 
other time in your life, which 
gives it all the more meaning. 
When my wife and I retired 
three years ago, we decided to 
devote our time to what we 
wanted to do and that was 
philanthropic work with the 
university being a focal 
point."

Olds man found guilty of assaulting woman 


A 38-year-old man who 
punched an Olds woman in 
the face, breaking a tooth and 
causing bleeding, has been 
jailed. 

Edward Joseph Allison was 
found gulity by Judge C. Dan¬ 
iel of assault causing bodily 
harm and mischief last month. 
He was sentenced on Monday. 

It was the second time he 
has been sentenced for assault¬ 
ing the same victim. 

The accused and the 37- 
year-old victim were in an Olds 
apartment in Feb. 2000 when 
he struck her with his fist, 
court heard. 

The accused had been 
drinking at the time, said 
Crown prosecutor George 
Coombe. 

"You reacted in a most vio¬ 
lent way," Judge Daniel said. 
"You deliberately hit her." 

Allison destroyed clothing 
and photographs belonging to 
the woman by burning the 
items. 

The accused spent two 
months in pre-trial custody 
before Monday's court appear¬ 
ance. 

Allison was convicted of as¬ 
sault causing bodily harm and 
assault against the same 
woman in 1999, court heard. 

"1 need to deter you from 
engaging in this type of activ¬ 
ity," Judge Daniel told the 
man. 

"I need to protect the pub¬ 
lic. I sure hope you get the 
message that this kind of 
behavior will not be tolerated." 

The judge jailed Allison for 
a month and ordered him to 
submit to random drug and al¬ 
cohol testing over the next 18 


months. 

Man fined for refusing to 
give breath sample 

A man charged with im¬ 
paired driving after being 
stopped at a checkstop in 
March has been fined. 

Bernard Hayward Clarke 
pleaded guilty in Didsbury 
provincial court on May 2 to 
a charge of refusing to pro¬ 
vide a breath sample. On ac¬ 


ceptance of the guilty plea, the 
Crown withdrew a charge of 
impaired driving. 

Clarke's trial was scheduled 
before Judge C. Skene, but 
the accused changed his plea. 

He was stopped at about 3 
p.m. on March 12 after police 
noticed him driving errati¬ 
cally, Crown prosecutor Gord 
Wong told the court. 

Clarke has three convic¬

Counterfeit money turning up in Didsbury again

Didsbury RCMP are seek¬ 
ing help in their fight against 
those who are producing and 
passing counterfeit bills. 

A Business Watch Bulletin 
was issued two weeks ago 
warning businesses that coun¬ 
terfeit bills were being passed 
in Didsbury bearing the Serial 
#s AVA8695285, AVA8825282 
and AW2595286. 

Last year the RCMP col¬ 
lected a half dozen counterfeit 
bills in the town. This year 
they have seized that amount 
again. 

"In the last couple years we 
have seen an increase in the 
number of counterfeit bills, 
.especially 20s," said Sgt. Ron 
Platz adding that counterfeit 
money never really was a 
problem three years ago. 

Rarely do the RCMP ever 
get a call regarding somebody 
being caught in the act of 
passing a counterfeit bill. 
Most often the bill is discov¬ 
ered after being in the bottom 
of a till for a while. 

That is why it is crucial 
that people who encounter a 
fake bill phone the RCMP and 
give them as many details as 
they can regarding how they 
obtained the bill. 

"If they can supply us with 
the bill and a lead we can go 
back to the party and see 
where they got the bill from." 

Possessing and producing a 
counterfeit bill can carry a jail 
sentence up to 14 years, as 
can uttering (passing) a coun¬ 
terfeit bill as stated under Sec¬ 
tions 450 and 452 respectively 
of the Criminal Code. 

Platz said passing fake 
money is not a victimless 
crime as those who end up 
with the bill are not reim¬ 
bursed. Most often it is a busi¬ 
ness or a bank that ends up 
with the problem of fake bill. 

Money that is seized is sent 
to Ottawa where it is officially 
determined whether it is a fake 
or not. Platz 90 per cent of the 
bills sent to Ottawa are, as 
suspected, phony.

Reproductive Technology dratt bill is 
long overdue - Myron Thompson 


Myron Thompson, Member 
of Parliament for Wild Rose, 
says the government s draft 
bill on reproductive technolo¬ 
gies is incomplete, long over¬ 
due and requires much more 
consultation with the prov¬ 
inces. 

Health Minister Allan 
Rock unveiled draft legisla¬ 
tion to the Standing Commit¬ 
tee on Health yesterday. 

The draft bill bans certain 
activities such as human clon¬ 
ing, sex selection, creating 
human embryos solely for re¬ 
search purposes, the sale and 
purchase of human embryos, 
and also provides strict regu¬ 
lation of other practices such 
as stem cell research. 

Those who ignore these 
bans will face tough penalties 
including fines of up to 
$500,000 and sentences of up 
to 10 years in jail. 

The Committee is to review 
the draft legislation, consult 


with witnesses and provide a 
report on draft legislation by 
the end of January 2002. 

"This draft bill is a good 
start, but it has been eight 
years since the report of the 
Royal Commission on New 
Reproductive Technologies 
and five years since the gov¬ 
ernment's last attempt to in¬ 
troduce legislation on this 
subject. 

“Canada is lagging behind 
other countries in providing 
an appropriate regulatory re¬ 
gime for reproductive and ge¬ 
netic technologies," said 
Thompson. 

"It is also clear that the 
provinces have not been thor¬ 
oughly consulted or that their 
activities have been coordi¬ 
nated with the federal govern¬ 
ment. 

“Once again the federal 
government has forgotten 
that the primary responsibil¬ 
ity for health rests with the 


provinces. The Official Oppo¬ 
sition will be stressing the 
need for a much more thor¬ 
ough federal-provincial coop¬ 
eration in this area" stated 
Thompson. 

The proposed legislation 
would also create a new regu¬ 
latory body, which will set 
rules and standards for tech¬ 
nologies ranging from in vitro 
fertilization to splicing hu¬ 
man cells into animals for 
laboratory research. The Min¬ 
ister of Health left open how 
the regulatory body would 
work and what regulations 
will guide it. 

"Over the coming months 
the Canadian Alliance will 
work to define what that 
regulatory body should en¬ 
tail, in other words, will it be 
independent, scientifically in¬ 
formed, considering informa¬ 
tion from ethicists and faith 
communities, and be open and 
transparent to the public.”

Snyders continue their adventure on Kenya soil 


Dear family and friends, 

Here is the next installment 
of our trip to Kenya. 

The first morning we went 
to the giraffe center. The build¬ 
ing at the giraffe center is a two- 
story round building with a 
balcony around it. From the 
balcony we could feed the gi¬ 
raffes that came up to the bal¬ 
cony. 

We saw several giraffes off in 
the open space nearby and sev¬ 
eral were waiting to be fed. 
There were buckets of pellets 
(giraffe food) that we could feed 
them. Their tongues are a pur¬ 
plish-gray color. By the time we 
had fed a few pellets our hands 
were a bit slimy. It is amazing 
how big the giraffes heads are 
and how long their necks are. 
Their eyelashes would be the 
envy of most teenage girls. God 
must have a sense of humor, 
just look at some of the ani¬ 
mals He created. 

Each though, is perfectly 
adapted for its environment 
and food source. Giraffes eat the 
leaves off of acacia trees. They 
need long necks to reach up to 
the leaves without getting their 
bodies next to the thorns on the 
trees. 

From there we went to the 
elephant orphanage. We got 
there in time to see the orphan 
zebras and rhino. It is right on 
the edge of the Nairobi Game 
Park and something had hap¬ 
pened to their mothers or the 
animals had been abandoned 
for some reason. The rhino 
wouldn't come too close but the 
two zebras came right up to us 


so we could pet them. They 
took the zebras and rhino back 
and then the elephants came. 
Each of the three babies has a 
keeper with him/her 24 hours 
a day, 7 days a week for two 
years before they are intro¬ 
duced back into the herd. Even 
once they go back to the herd 
the keepers may stay several 
years to help them adjust. There 
are several keepers so that the 
elephant doesn't get so attached 
to one that if something hap¬ 
pens to that keeper the el¬ 
ephant just dies. Elephants 
make very strong attachments. 
The keepers have follow the el¬ 
ephants around all day, feed 
them, teach them to feed them¬ 
selves when they are old 
enough and even sleep with 
them. 

It was interesting to see the 
babies with blankets on. It was 
just a little chilly. When the sun 
came out the keepers held um¬ 
brellas over the babies. Baby el¬ 
ephants normally will stand 
under their mothers to keep 
out of the sun. They sunburn 
easily. The keepers even had 
raincoats for the babies. One 
little guy was just two months 
old and he wanted to play. A 
group of school children (nurs¬ 
ery school age) came and the 
baby elephant charged at them 
wanting to play. 

He scared the children half 
to death so they screamed and 
cried which irritated the el¬ 
ephants so they all wanted to 
chase the children. The little 
guy then started charging at all 
of us and we got a chance to

pet him. He kept trying to push 
people over. 

We had planned on taking 
the night train to Mombasa 
that night but found out that 
just the week before they had 
stopped running every night 
and wouldn't go that night. 
Because of our schedule we 
couldn't wait until the next 
night or we wouldn't be back 
to Nairobi to go on our safari. 
We decided that since we may 
only have this chance in Kenya 
that we would fly down to 
Mombasa and back. Good deci¬ 
sion, though it would have 
been fun to ride the train. We 
were able to get a good night's 
sleep and still had as much 
time in Mombasa as we would 
have had if we had gone on the 
train. (Admittedly, it was not 
enough time and we would love 
to go back again so that we 
could actually see some of the 
city of Mombasa). 

It was definitely the off sea¬ 
son. 

We stayed at a hotel on the 
beach, quite large, probably a 
hundred rooms but there were 
only 5 people staying there. The 
price was great and included 3 
meals and tea with the night's 
lodging. 

The "thing to do" in Mom¬ 
basa is to go snorkeling at the 
coral reefs. We made arrange¬ 
ments to go out that afternoon. 
None of us had ever gone snor¬ 
keling before but we were game 
to try. Our two guides, Gilbert 
and Suleman came with a small 
chow, a very interesting boat. 
It is like a canoe with outrig¬ 
gers. The canoe part was made 
or rough hewn boards that 


looked as old as the sea. The 
outriggers were "jerry-made", 
put together with bits and 
pieces. Parts of the outriggers 
had been eaten away by sea 
worms and some repairs had 
been made. The mast was sev¬ 
eral small tree trunks lashed 
together with a tattered sail at¬ 
tached. The sides of the canoe 
were brightly painted, even had 
an American flag painted on 
one side. And yes, it leaked. But 
we got in and "went snorkel¬ 
ing". 

Actually, I went snorkeling 
for a few minutes, Dan got in 
the water but got out quickly 
and Sherry never left the boat. 
There had been a storm during 
the night and the water was 
quite rough and dirty so 
though I tried to snorkel, I 
couldn't see much. 

It really takes concentration 
to just breathe through your 


mouth if you are not used to 
doing it. I got tired pretty fast. 
Neither Sherry or Dan are re¬ 
ally swimmers. We decided 
since we had paid for two hours 
of snorkeling we would go sail¬ 
ing for that amount of time. 
That was fine with our guides 
and we had a wonderful time. 
There were quite the characters 
and we joked and laughed the 
whole trip. 

The sun was out, the shore 
was lined with palm trees and 
resort hotels. It was just pretty 
and peaceful. The guides were 
very good sailors. A nice relax¬ 
ing afternoon. 

We got back to Nairobi with 
time to wash clothes, repack 
and get a few hours of sleep 
before taking off the next morn¬ 
ing for Masai Mara game re¬ 
serve and our safari. More 
about that next week.

Lieutenant Governor’s message about tolerance 

Lois Hole, guest speaker at the mayor's Prayer Breakfast, said good religions are tolerant of others.

Guest speaker at the May¬ 
or's Prayer Breakfast, Alber¬ 
ta's Lieutenant Governor Lois 
Hole brought with her a mes¬ 
sage of understanding and tol¬ 
erance. 

Addressing the people in at¬ 
tendance at the event which 
was held at Westglen school, 
Hole said the best religions 
were those that were tolerant 
of others. 

"When ray oldest boy was 
eight years old he went to a 
school where 90 per cent of 
the children there were Roman 
Catholic. He came home one 
day and asked what religion 
he was," said Hole delving into 
a story trying to illustrate her 
point. 

Hole told him he was prot- 
estant and received a reply 
that he wanted to be Roman 
Catholic because a friend of his 
told him that God was Roman 
Catholic. 

"I told him not to worry 
about it - that the Roman 
Catholics thought that God 
was Roman Catholic and the 
Protestants thought that God 
was protestant. 

"Just because we have dif¬ 
ferent ideas of God doesn't 
mean we still can't be friends." 

Hole said while none of us 
are perfect, the effort to try 
and include understanding 
and tolerance in our lives is 
the important thing. 

"None of us are perfect. As 
humans we are fallible. We 
need to try to do the right 
thing, try to be kind. 

"If we can teach our chil¬ 
dren to be kind to one another 
that will go a long way." 

Hole said she came from a 
family that was very religious. 
W’hile growing up the minis¬ 
ter sometimes became long- 
winded. 

Hole said her grandmother 
would sit in the front pew and 
when the sermon went on long 
enough, her grandmother 
would knock and the minis¬ 
ter would wrap up what he 
was going to say. 

With the message. Hole 
also took the time to charm 
the audience with some of her 
stories. 

On a Government trip to 
Buckingham Palace she was 
talking to a young traveller 
who asked her why she was 
going to London. Hole re¬ 
plied," to see the Queen."

If a driver in his group falls 
below 80 miles an hour, and 
this is monitored by police ra¬ 
dar, they are disqualified from 
the race.

I love going to Car¬ 
bon, they are such nice people and they always take me 
to dinner at The Good and Plenty Restaurant which has 
excellent food. The Good and Plenty does a lot of cater¬ 
ing and over dinner we got on the subject of weddings.

By this point the poor woman was about ready to 
join the dressmaker in her padded cell so to soothe her the nice 
guys from Good and Plenty said, "OK we will think of some¬ 
thing." They drove to Calgary but by this time no Wholesalers 
were open so they went to three different 7Elevens to get buns 
and cold meat, back to the wedding, worked till 3 AM and never 
did get paid for the Midnight Lunch.

QUESTION: You listed alcoholism as a marriage 
killer. My husband has that problem. It has created a 
great deal of pain in our home, and I am concerned about 
the emotional welfare of my children. Can it be treated, 
and is there hope for families like mine? 

DR. DOBSON: Alcoholism is a devastating disease, 
not only for the person who has it, but for his or her 
entire family. Research shows that 40 percent of people 
living in Western nations have a close family member 
who is an alcoholic. 

That incidence is even higher in Russia and other 
countries of Eastern Europe. There is no way to calcu¬ 
late the impact of this problem on children, on spouses, 
and on the culture itself. Fortunately, it can be treated 
successfully for those who are willing to seek that help. 
I discussed the issue of alcoholism with a panel of knowl¬ 
edgeable people on a “Focus on the Family” radio broad¬ 
cast. Included were Dr. Keith Simpson, a physician who 
has treated this problem for 20 years, and Jerry Butler, 
a marriage and family therapist with 25 years of 
counseling experience. His own father had committed 
suicide during one of his drunken binges. Also with me 
were "Bob,” a recovered alcoholic, and his wife, 
“Pauline,” who preferred that we withhold their real 
names. I did not ask these four individuals for a de¬ 
tailed analysis of alcoholism; our listeners already knew 
how serious it is. 

Rather, I wanted them to provide us with practical 
suggestions as to how family members can recognize 
the disease and then be of help to those they love. The 
answers they gave were most encouraging and enlight¬ 
ening. Dr. Simpson was asked whether alcoholism can 
be treated successfully today. Is it a hopeless condition, 
or is there a way out for the victim and his family? This 
was his reply: “I specialized in the field of internal medi¬ 
cine for many years, but found it to be depressing work. 
I could help my patients with chronic lung disease and 
severe diabetes and heart disease, but in reality, my ef¬ 
forts were just a delaying action. Over time, conditions 
worsened and the diseases progressed. I made my rounds 
in intensive care each day and watched people losing 
their battle for life, whereas my alcoholic patients were 
getting well. “That’s why I deal almost exclusively with 
alcoholics now, and I find it to be extremely rewarding 
work. I see people who come in with more horrible prob¬ 
lems than you can imagine, but they get into a recovery 
program, and in a few months, the difference is like go¬ 
ing from night to day. “So yes, not only is alcoholism 
treatable, but the medical community does better with 
this disorder than any other chronic disease. Alcohol¬ 
ics emerge from treatment programs more functionally 
integrated, more capable and more effective than before 
they ‘caught’ the disease.” 

That was the theme of the entire discussion: There is 
hope for the alcoholic! 

But before recovery can begin, the problem has to be 
acknowledged and treatment sought. That applies to 
your own family situation, I’m sure. Your husband can 
be helped if he has “the want to.” 

QUESTION: I’ve been aware of my husband’s un¬ 
faithfulness for sometime now. I’ve taken him to task 
for it, which has resulted in some incredible, horrible 
battles. I have even made demands that he stop his infi¬ 
delity, yet no changes in his attitude and behavior have 
happened. What am I doing wrong? 

DR. DOBSON: I’ m afraid you’ve made the common 
mistake of misunderstanding the difference between ex¬ 
pressions of anger and loving toughness. Simply becom¬ 
ing angry and throwing temper tantrums is no more 
effective with a spouse than it is with a rebellious teen¬ 
ager. 

Screaming, accusing and berating are rarely success¬ 
ful in changing the behavior of human beings of any 
age. What is required is a course of action — an ultima¬ 
tum that demands a specific response and results in a 
consequence. 

Then you must have the courage to deliver on the 
promise.

Didsbury RCMP say unlocked 
cars are easy targets for theft 


Traditionally arriving with the warmer 
weather and longer days is a noticeable increase 
in thefts from unsecured Motor Vehicles. 

The Didsbury Detachment of the RCMF are 
concerned that unlocked vehicles become easy 
targets for thieves. "Too many vehicles are being 
left unlocked with valuable items inside, quite 
often in plain view,', states Cst. Tim Diebel. 

Statistics dating back several years show a 
trend for increased thefts from motor vehicles 
and unauthorized entries into motor vehicles 
during the summer months. Normally the 
number of occurrences increase in April and May 
and peak throughout July and August. 

What are they looking for? For the most part 
money, cell phones, stereos, CD's and cameras 
are at the top of the list. More experienced thieves 
target the airbag mechanisms (which are a hot 
commodity in some areas) as well as the vehicle 
itself. And even if nothing is taken from your 
vehicle, just knowing someone was rooting 
through your glove box can be quite disturbing. 

The simple solution SECURE YOUR VEHI¬ 
CLE! 

By locking your vehicle and keeping valuable 
items out of sight during the day, and removing 
them at night, you can reduce the chance of be¬ 
ing victimized by making your vehicle less at¬ 
tractive to would-be thieves Most insurance com¬ 


panies these days do not cover losses sustained 
from a vehicle that was left unlocked. There¬ 
fore, by simply locking your vehicle you can avoid 
unnecessary repair expenses and potential re¬ 
placement costs. 

Alberta's Crime Prevention Week this year is 
May 11-18. As part of Crime Prevention Week 
and to promote awareness to this problem, the 
RCMP will be patrolling parking areas and resi¬ 
dential neighbourhoods throughout Didsbury, 
Carstairs and Cremona, identifying unlocked 
vehicles. A checklist system will advise you of 
whether your vehicle is secure or contains vis¬ 
ible items of value. This checklist system will be 
a gentle reminder of the need to secure your ve¬ 
hicle. 

"This proactive approach will hopefully reduce 
the number of thefts from vehicles this summer 
by encouraging people to lock their vehicles at 
all times", says Diebel. 

If you tend to not lock your vehicle, now would 
be the time to get into the habit, or you just 
might find a little reminder on your windshield 
the next time you're out. 

However, if you do see a note on your vehi¬ 
cle, don't despair. People making the effort to 
properly secure their vehicles will also be iden¬ 
tified by the RCMP with a notice thanking them 
for a job well done!

or emotional costs. "These collisions exact a heavy emotional 
toll on the officers as well, who have to investigate the colli¬ 
sion, and serve notification of death. Every officer on the job dreads going to a family to notify 
them of a death, especially when it was absolutely preventable," says Sergeant Ron Platz. 

The crackdown of seat belt useage will also include improper use or non-use of child re¬ 
straints. According to statistics released by the RCMR nine out of 10 children in Alberta are 
not properly protected by safety seats or seat belts while in a moving vehicle. "In fact, motor 
vehicle collisions are the leading cause of death and injury to children under 15 years of age," 
says Diebel. 

If you are stopped by an RCMP officer over the next two weeks, the fine will be $57.00. 
We've been holding a lot of check stops lately to make people aware of the campaign," Diebel 
explains. "The awareness portion of this Program is over though. If we stop you now, you will 
be ticketed."

What is a victim impact to repay you for the loss you sary for you to appear in 

statement? 

Under Section 722 of the 
Criminal Code of Canada, a vic¬ 
tim impact statement allows 
you to express in writing to a 
judge how being a victim of 
crime has affected you and the 
people close to you. 

Your victim impact statement 
should describe the harm done, 
the loss suffered by you and the 
emotional impact you have ex¬ 
perienced. Information or evi¬ 
dence regarding the offence 
should have already been in¬ 
cluded in the witness statement 
provided to police and should 
not be included in the victim 
impact statement. The state¬ 
ment should not contain criti¬ 
cisms of the offender or recom¬ 
mendations as to the severity 
of the punishment. 

Once completed, your state¬ 
ment will be provided to the 
court and will be considered by 
the judge at the time the of¬ 
fender is sentenced. You may be 
cross-examined in court on the 
contents of your statement. 

Facts about victim impact 
statements 

1) anyone who is a victim of 
a crime may prepare a victim 
impact statement. In a case 
where the victim has died or is 
incapable of preparing a victim 
impact statement, it may be pre¬ 
pared by a spouse or relative. 

2) your victim impact state¬ 
ment is voluntary. It provides 
you with an opportunity to be 
involved in the criminal justice 
system by giving a clearer pic¬ 
ture of how the offence has af¬ 
fected you. 

3) the victim impact state¬ 
ment gives you an opportunity 
to express your feelings directly 
to the court and explain the loss 
you may have suffered as a re¬ 
sult of a crime.

Speaking 
out for 
farmers 


Many of you attended the 
Canadian Wheat Board's direc¬ 
tor supper meetings recently 
held across the Prairies. The 
main purpose of these meetings 
was to give you the opportunity 
to tell your CWB director 
about concerns you have relat¬ 
ing to the CWB or agricultural 
issues in general. The directors 
also used these meetings to re¬ 
port back to farmers in their 
districts on CWB programs and 
policies. 

After the supper meetings, 
six CWB directors - five of 
whom were elected directors - 
travelled to Ottawa to pass on 
to politicians the opinions they 
received from farmers. They 
gave presentations to the 
Standing Committee on Agri¬ 
culture and Agri-Food and the 
Standing Senate Committee on 
Agriculture and Forestry. 

This gave farmers a strong 
voice when speaking to those 
holding the political power that 
will benefit Canadian farmers. 
Three main issues came up at 
all the 36 director supper meet¬ 
ings attended by close to 6,000 
farmers. 

The hottest topic was geneti¬ 
cally modified wheat and its 
possible introduction into the 
Canadian commercial produc¬ 
tion system within a few years. 
Farmers were very vocal at the 
supper meetings stating that 
export markets for western Ca¬ 
nadian wheat must not be com¬ 
prised by the introduction of ge¬ 
netically modified wheat. 

They felt that genetically 
modified wheat shouldn't be 
commercially grown in Canada 
until there is market accept¬ 
ance. 

While in Ottawa, the direc¬ 
tors told politicians that the 
CWB doesn’t support the regis¬ 
tration of genetically modified 
wheat or barley varieties unless 
market acceptance exists or 
unless it can be kept seperate 
from conventional varieties. 
Meeting these conditions will 
take years, but the CWB is 
working with the grain indus¬ 
try, government and life sci¬ 
ences companies to develop 
comprehensive variety segrega¬ 
tion programs. 

Speeding up cash How for 
farmers so that initial pay¬ 
ments more clearly reflect the 
marketplace was also one of the 
main discussion topics at the 
supper meetings. 

The CWB is now examining 
ways to issue adjustment and 
final payment cheques sooner.

Once some market re¬ 
search is completed, the infra¬ 
structure needs to be as¬ 
sessed. 

Signs, parking, layout, 
traffic flow, displays, build¬ 
ings, facilities, grounds and 
equipment are a few of the 
basic requirements needed to 
help create a more effective 
farm direct marketing ven¬ 
ture on your farm. 

"Customer parking is cru¬ 
cial," adds Engel. "Having suf¬ 
ficient parking for peak sales 
periods is a must. Entrances 
and exists need to be visible, 
well marked with signs and 
safe." 

Consider whether a sales 
structure and rest areas are 


needed. Traffic movement 
(flow) around the grounds 
should be well planned. If 
needed, develop a landscape 
maintenance plan to ensure 
the market area is looking its 
best. 

"Road signs and directional 
signs are a must," says Engel. 
"Don't forget price signs and 
informational or educational 
signage." 

There is a lot to think 
about when considering this 
type of endeavour.

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Soil conservation for dryland - the 1000 pound rule 


Soil erosion on dryland will 
be a greater concern over the 
next year because of last sum¬ 
mer's drought. Low crop yields 
have reduced the amount of 
crop residue to critical levels on 
many fields and conservation 
practices are needed to protect 
remaining residue. 

"Wind or water erosion is a 
greater risk whenever the soil 
cover drops below 1000 lbs per 
acre, depending on soil type and 
field situation," says Don 
Wentz, soil salinity specialist 
with Alberta Agriculture, Food 
and Rural Development, 
Lethbridge. "Soil conservation 
practices, such as strip cropping, 
re-cropping and permanent cover, 
an 1 used extensively on dryland to 
reduce soil degradation on highly 
erodible soil types." 

An average wheat crop pro¬ 
duces about 80 lbs of residue per 
bushel of harvested grain. This 
ratio may not work when mois¬ 
ture conditions are on the extreme 
high or low end. For example, dur¬ 
ing drought conditions, some wheat 
crops wall produce a lot of straw 
but run out of moisture for grain. 

"Last year's wheat grown on 


stubble may have only yielded 
10 bushels per acre, but resi¬ 
due production looks to be over 
1000 lbs for most fields,” con¬ 
tinues Rob Dunn, cereal and 
oilseed specialist with Alberta 
Agriculture, Lethbridge. 
"Wheat on fallow yielded about 
25 bushels per acre with resi¬ 
due levels estimated at 2000 to 
2500 lbs. Barley will have simi¬ 
lar amounts with canola and 
mustard less because of lower 
yields. Pulse crops are worse 
yet because of poor yields and 
lower residue produced per 
bushel of harvested grain. Ce¬ 
real and oilseed crops have the 
added advantage of standing 
stubble that is more effective at 
trapping snow and preventing 
erosion compared to pulses." 

The residue produced by last 
year's crop is aided by any 
carryover from previous year that 
could vary from a little to a lot, 
depending on the rotation and till¬ 
age practices. Chemical fallow or 
direct seeding will retain more 
carryover, buffering the effects of 
subsequent dry years or lower resi¬ 
due broadleaf crops. 

"Residue levels should be ad-

equate for fields being re¬ 
cropped provided they are di¬ 
rect seeded," adds Dunn. "How¬ 
ever, farmers who want to start 
a fallow period have a greater 
challenge because of the length 
of time between now and the 
next crop. Keep in mind that 
surface residue can decompose 
fairly quickly on the soil sur¬ 
face, even without tillage. Ex¬ 
pect a 50 to 70 per cent reduc¬ 
tion in cereal stubble biomass 
and a 75 to 85 per cent reduc¬ 
tion for canola or mustard 
biomass, with no-tillage one 
year after harvest. The break¬ 
down rate is affected by mois¬ 
ture conditions and the carbon 
to nitrogen ratio of the straw. 
Straw types with lower carbon to 
nitrogen ratios tend to break down 
more quickly." 

Chemical fallow is the best 
practice for conserving residue on 
summer fallow but a combination 
of chemical and blade or sweep till¬ 
age can also be effective because 
of the combined effect of some resi¬ 


due with a rough soil surface. 
Chemical fallow with cereal or 
oilseed stubble has the added ben¬ 
efit of improved snow catch 
through winter that can be very 
important during drier years. 
Plan for a full her 20 per cent 
reduction in residue with each 
sweep tillage operation. Pulse 
stubble should be re-cropped or 
cover-cropped to a cereal un¬ 
less there is a very heavy 
carryover of residue from pre¬ 
vious years. Aggravating the 
situation of low residue pro¬ 
duction from pulses is the 


rapid decomposition under normal 
field conditions. Research at 
Lethbridge has shown that pulse 
residue can decompose very rap¬ 
idly during a fallow period.
